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LINNIE ALICE WRiGHT BARRETT 


BARRETT, LINNIE ALICE WRIGHT (MRS.), was born in Bird- 
ville, Tarrant County, Texas, a daughter of Rev. William Henry and 
Alice Francina (Barkley) Wright. Both were well known in religious, 
educational and civic work during their lifetimes. A biographical sketch 
of Mrs. Wright appears in “Who’s Who of the Womanhood of Texas.” 
Mrs. Barrett was educated in the Dallas Public Schools, Hamilton Col- 
lege, Lexington, Kentucky, received her law degree from Jefferson Uni- 
versity, Dallas and was admitted to the Bar in 1926. She has been ac- 
tive in club and civic work in Dallas and is a member of the Dallas Pen 
Women, United Daughters of the Confederacy, Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, is president of the Dallas League of Women Voters, Inc., 
and a member of the Christian Church. She was married to Arthur 
Eames Barrett in 1897 and has two children: Arthur Eames Wright 
Barrett, who married Willwinna Crenshaw and has son Arthur Jr.; and 
Irvine Ray, wife of Lieut. John D. Flannagan, (A.E.F.), with two 
children John Hart and William Wright. She is of English, Scotch- 
Irish and French Huguenot ancestry, her genealogy appearing in Volume 
V, Compendium of American Genealogy. Her ancestor Henry Mershon 
was guide to Washington in crossing the Delaware and her great grand- 
mother, Rebecca Hart Barkley, was of the family of John Hart, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of Independence. Three generations in 
her Duncan ancestry gave revolutionary service, John Duncan, John 
Dunean, Jr., and his son William Duncan. Mys. Barrett does much 
genealogical work and is secretary of the Duncan Family Association 
and of the Wright Family Association. Her home is in Dallas, Texas. 
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
